HONORING  JOHN  MONEY 


OFF  PRESS  SOON 


At  the  15th  Annual  Conference  of  the  Society  for 
the  Scientific  Study  of  Sex  in  Palm  Springs,  Novem- 
ber, 1972,  John  Money  will  receive  the  1972  Annual 
Award  for  Significant  Contribution  to  the  Scientific 
Study  of  Sex.  Dr.  Money  is  President-elect  of  the 
Society  at  this  time. 

Space  is  too  limited  to  include  the  vast  scope  of 
his  activities,  research  and  writings.  A brief  account 
of  some  of  Dr.  Money's  recent  activities  will  partially 
illustrate  the  basis  of  his  international  reputation  as 
one  of  the  leading  scholars  and  researchers  in 
human  sexuality  of  our  time. 

RECENT  MEETINGS 

In  May,  Dr.  Money  attended  the  Copenhagen 
meeting  organized  by  Dr.  Preben  Hertoft,  honoring 
the  late  Dr.  Lorstem  Auken,  sex  education  and 
research  pioneer,  as  an  impetus  to  sex  research  in 
Denmark.  Dr.  Money’s  papers,  “Identification  Com- 
plementation in  the  Formation  of  Gender  Identity” 
and  “Phyletic  (racial)  and  Idiosyncratic  Determina- 
tion of  Gender  Identity,”  will  be  published  in  English 
in  the  Danish  Medical  Journal, 

Dr.  Money  attended  the  May  29-June  3rd  Sym- 
posium “Male  and  Female  Roles  and  Relationship” 
of  the  series,  Society's  Stress  and  Deviance,  orga- 
nized by  Dr.  Lennard  Levi,  Director  of  the  Labora- 
tory for  Clinical  Sex  Research,  Carolynska  Medical 
Institute,  University  of  Stockholm,  sponsored  by 
the  World  Health  Organization  and  the  University 
of  Upsala. 

In  Bergen,  Sweden,  Dr.  Money  discussed  problems 
of  gender  identity  and  hermaphroditism  at  the  De- 
partment of  Pediatrics,  University  of  Bergen.  In 
Hungary  he  had  meetings  to  discuss  problems  of 
neuroendocrinology  with  Dr.  Lajos  Koranyi  at  the 
University  of  Pecs  and  in  Budapest  with  Dr.  Elemer 
Endroczi. 

SPREADING  THE  WORD 

It  is  good  to  know  that  the  subject  of  transexual- 
ism  is  becoming  a matter  of  intramural  discussion 
as  seen  by  the  gratifying  response  from  members 
of  the  clergy  as  well  as  other  disciplines  about  our 
work.

IN  BROOKLYN 

A seminar  on  transexualism  was  presented  in 
June  at  the  Sunset  Park  Family  Health  Center  of 
the  Lutheran  Medical  Center  by  Dr.  Charles  L. 
Ihlenfeld,  with  Mrs.  Naomi  Smith  of  Lincoln  Hos- 
pital Gender  Identity  Team  and  EEF  cooperation. 


Prof.  Wm.  F.  Meade,  director,  Speech  and  Hearing 
Center,  Long  Island  University,  Brooklyn,  has  re- 
ported the  following  at  our  request: 

“We  have  been  working  on  voice  feminization 
with  transexuals  for  the  past  two  years.  We  have 
not  been  able  to  give  our  clients  completely  feminine 

voices  in  a noticeably  higher  pitch,  but  we  have 
been  able  to  get  them  to  place  the  voice  higher  in 
the  mask  of  the  face  as  opposed  to  resonating  in 
the  chest  as  they  habitually  did,  and  this  creates 
the  impression  of  a higher  pitched  feminine  voice. 
We  work  with  them  on  inflection  patterns  and  try 
to  get  them  to  realize  that  there  is  a wide  range 
of  possibilities  in  the  human  voice  and  that  many 
females  have  lower  pitched  voices. 

“We  also  try  to  stress  that  in  many  cases  one  of 
the  determinants  in  what  voice  sounds  like  depends 
on  what  the  listener  sees,  and  if  the  client  is  dressed 
as  a woman  they  are  generally  accepted  as  such. 
For  this  reason  we  generally  prefer  that  the  client 
be  dressed  and  living  as  a female  for  therapy  to  be 
effective. 

“We  work  with  the  clients  once  a week  for  12 
weeks  and  attempt  to  expand  and  change  the  client's 
attitude  toward  what  makes  a voice  truly  feminine. 
We  make  no  claims  of  success  and  generally  try  to 
make  the  client  comfortable  with  what  she  has  and 
establish  the  realization  that  there  is  a wide  range 
of  female  voices  and,  in  the  long  run,  the  listener's 
reaction  is  determined  by  what  is  seen,  and  this 
creates  an  acceptance  of  what  is  heard."

The  old  distressing  story  of  oppressed  minorities 
who  have  had  to  fight  for  their  rights  of  survival,  is 
that  they  frequently  scapegoat  other  struggling  mi- 
norities. Though  this  may  be  one  way  to  relieve 
psychological  tension,  it  furthers  no  one's  cause. 
The  need  for  unity  and  loving  tolerance  is  crucial 
in  the  area  of  sexual  differences.  A common  front 
stating  each  person’s  right  to  be  unique  would  do 
much  to  educate  the  prejudiced  and/or  uninformed 
segment  of  the  public. 

Society  in  general  has  stigmatized  and  hurt  homo- 
sexuals, transvestites  and  transexuals  so  much  that 
these  groups  must  guard  against  reflecting  these 
same  hurtful  attitudes  towards  each  other.  The 
main  concern  is  the  civil  rights  of  all  people  and  the 
pursuit  of  individual  human  dignity. 

IN  THE  BRONX 

The  EEF-sponsored  seminar  on  transexualism  at 
the  Lincoln  Hospital  Dept,  of  Psychiatry  in  June  was 
attended  by  an  overflow  staff  audience.  The  panel 
consisted  of  Marie  Mehl,  Ph.D.,  Bertha  Santos, 
Ph.D.,  Mrs.  Naomi  Smith  and  Zelda  Suplee.  Mrs. 
Smith  presented  one  of  the  patients  attending  her 
group  therapy  sessions  at  the  hospital  who  is  suc- 
cessfully undergoing  Vocational  Rehabilitation  train- 
ing.

MEETINGS  IN  MOSCOW 

Sixty  individuals  from  nine  countries  converged 
in  July  at  the  International  Meeting  on  the  Problems 
of  Bioenergetics  and  Related  Areas.  This  meeting 
arose  from  the  1971  visit  of  Dr.  Stanley  Krippner 
with  Soviet  scientists  and  his  lecture  on  parapsy- 
chology at  the  Moscow  University  Institute  of  Psy- 
chology. The  U.  S.  contingent  included  a group  of 
world-trekking  members  of  the  American  Association 
for  Humanistic  Psychology  as  well  as  researchers, 
practitioners  and  guests. 

The  meetings  were  informal  in  nature  and  were 
not  sponsored  by  an  official  Soviet  agency,  but  were 
held  in  facilities  made  available  by  EEF. 

In  the  exchange  of  information  the  Soviets  in- 
cluded a discussion  on  a fasting  treatment  for 
schizophrenia;  a variety  of  films  demonstrating  psy- 
chokinesis— movement  of  objects  by  mental  pro- 
pulsion— yoga  training  (rapidly  increasing  in  popu- 
larity in  the  USSR),  dowsing,  hypnosis  to  stimulate 
creative  skills.  A film  on  plant  sensitivity  depicted 
electronic  equipment  which  individually  monitored 
the  response  of  plants  to  the  need  of  light  and  water. 
A device  would  trigger  the  watering  of  the  plant  or 
the  opening  of  a part  of  the  greenhouse  roof  to 
admit  sunlight  in  response  to  the  plants’  signals. 
The  consciousness  of  plants  was  beautifully  demon- 
strated in  a sensitively  done  color  film.  Closeups 
of  flowers,  leaves  and  plants  indicated  their  aware- 
ness of  time,  orientation  and  response  to  stimuli. 
Also  shown  were  films  on  Kirlian  photography  and 
acupuncture.  One  of  the  most  impressive  of  the 
Soviet  films  showed  a thoroughly  blindfolded  person 
driving  a car  through  traffic  somehow  guided  through 
the  hand  of  his  companion  on  the  driver's  arm. 

Among  the  US  contributions  were  reports  on 
mental  healing  and  mind  control.  The  film  pro- 
duced by  Dr.  Thelma  Moss,  UCLA,  “Psychics,  Saints 
and  Scientists”  was  shown  through  the  courtesy  of 
Psychic  Magazine.  A presentation  was  given  on 
Kirlian-type  photography  and  a film  on  psychic 
surgery  in  the  Philippines.
